Wheat Problem Solved? 


The wheat situation, about which 
so much had to be written a few 
months ago, is temporarily solved. All 
our stocks will now move out, it 
would seem, by the’end of the crop 
year; and so far the price has been 
the most satisfactory in several 


years. Whether the long-range pro- 
blem is not still very serious, calls 


for mature consideration, The return , 


of the United States to an export bas 
is next year, as it might, coupled with 
good harvests elsewhere, could rapidly 


make things worse again, But it does, 


seem reasonable to suppose that the 
western farmer will next year again 
gel a pretty fair return for his harvest 

Many lines of activity are definitely 


better. It is said that the tourist 
trade Was as much as 35 per cent 
above last year’s figures. The tourist 
business brings more money to Can- 
ada than any single export, except 
Wheat, and some years it exceeds 


wheat. Retail trade is reported to be 
running about 10 per cent better than 
last year, Mining, both in base metals 
and gold, is booming. The lumber 
trades are quite optimistic, There is 
a higher level of coal mining. Manu- 
facturing has absorbed a larger num- 
ber ol persons each consecutive 
month in the year 1936. 

Relative Burden of Taxation 

As the level of business rises, the 
relative burden of taxation falls, This 
cun easily be illustrated. When the na- 
tional income is 2 1-2 billion dollars a 
year and the Dominion collects 400 
inillions in taxation, it gets 16 dollars 
out of every 100 dollars the average 
man gets in wages. When the national 
income rises to 4 billion dollars a 


year, only 10 dollars out of every 100; 


goes to Ottawa. The same principle is 
true of other taxation. When times
